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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicants evidence to show that the originally- 
filed disclosure would have conveyed to one skilled in the art that the claimed subject matter is present or inherent in what is presented in 
the specification is not persuasive. Applicants appear to argue that the lack of a deasphalting treatment and the lack of a hydrogen donor 
stream are inherent since both of these are used to eliminate the production of residues whereas the claims include the production of 
residues. This is not persuasive because applicants also indicate in their argument that such treatments do not eliminate the production 
of residues entirely but only minimize or suppress them. Therefore, it appears to the examiner that residues would be produced even if a 
deasphalting treatment and hydrogen donor stream were used and applicants cannot rely on the production of residues to support the 
inherency of the lack of these treatments in the specification. 
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
